Anyway, the point was that proposed standards being discussed by the car 
makers is for the 42 volt system to support engine electronics, and an 
auxiliary 12 volt bus, presumably with its own battery for accessory 
electronics. The thought is that the higher voltage enables things like a 
PC circuit instead of high current wire to carry power around to on board 
computer, fuel and emissions control electronics. There is also a move to 
make a bus of the DC path; thus, in case your tail light burns out, a smart 
bus would note that and report to the central display to alert you to the 
fact. By sharing the loads among specialized electric systems, you do not 
have the overloads of many car systems today. It has become more difficult 
to have a standard alternator keep up the one battery with the many demands 
on it today. 


There is such an aftermarket in audio and accessories at 12 volts, we need 
not fear the unavailability of 12 volt battery systems for some years to 
come. 

In fact, walking into the new batteries store of a local mall, I found they 
still sell 6 volt car batteries, and even 8 volt hot batteries are available 
for old vehicles that were hard starting on 6! 


Vendors such as the aftermarket mail order auto parts catalog dealers carry 
many parts for long out of production cars. As car electronics systems 
evolve, this will continue to be the case with the popularity of both radio 
boatanchors, and antique autos.

Yes, as long as its "linear taper". 

Some pots have "log taper" and are made for volume control, where 
the ear responds in a logarithmic way to amplitude. So the log pots 
are made to have their resistance scrunched toward one end. 

A linear pot has resistance spread evenly around. That's what we 
desire for a tuning control - a nice even change of frequency as you 
turn. 

All we desire from this pot is a voltage that changes from near 
zero up to +8v. Since next to no current is required from the wiper, 
almost any pot will do, no matter what the value. 

A small value pot will pull more current from the regulator to 
ground - a 1K pot would pull 8mA. That's OK, but the extra heat 
and power dissipation is not necessary.

50k or 100k will work fine. Which ever one you want to get will work. 


The pot is used as a variable voltage source that tunes the VFO. As you 
spin the pot you change the voltage and tune the vfo. Think of the pot 
as a voltage divider. If you put one side at 8 volts and the other side 
at ground, the center tap voltage will vary between those two voltages 
as you turn the pot. As the resistance from the center to the top 
increases, the resistance from the center to the bottom decreases (and 
vice versa). 


The values 50 - 100 k work well. If you go higher, any current drawn 
from the center tap of the pot will have a greater effect on its 
voltage. If you go lower in value you will use more current from the 
power supply. But, would 200k work? Probably. Would 10k work? Most 
likely. The 100k device will only draw 80 microamps from the power 
supply which is negligible (I=E/R). Going higher in value to save 


current draw is really useless. 


We will discuss the VFO in much more detail in the next section.

Marconi Celebrations at Signal Hill, St. John's NF. 


The Society of Newfoundland Radio Amateurs (SONRA) will be celebrating the 
100th anniversary of the reception of the first transatlantic wireless 
signal by Guglielmo Marconi throughout the month of December 2001. We have 
been granted the use of the special call sign VO1S at the club station on 
the site where the historic feat was accomplished. There are several amateur 
radio related events as well as local events being coordinated; the high 
point occuring on December 12th. 


December 12th itself will be a 27.5 hour operation to cover both the UTC day 
as well as the local day, due to the 3.5 hour time difference with UTC. 
There are several local events scheduled throughout the day which may 
require us to stop transmitting periodically but we hope to operate, weather 
not withstanding, for as much of the day as possible. Frequencies of 
operation will be dictated by propagation conditions but we hope to make 
contacts on all HF bands. 


The high point of the day will be the coordinated effort of the British, 
Canadian and US military known as The Atlantic Leap, an attempt to recreate 
the famous Marconi experiment. The UK team has designed a spark transmitter 
and received persmission to operate it from the Poldhu site on December 
12th. The Canadian team is working on the antenna and kite while the US team 


assembles the receiver. SONRA will provide support communications between 
the UK transmitter team at the Poldhu site, assisted by the Royal Navy 
Amateurs, and the Canadian/US receiver team at the Signal Hill National 
Historic Site in Newfoundland. 


In order to facilitate world-wide celebrations of this most significant 
event, we are offering to arrange skeds on the 12th with any group involved 
with celebrating Marconi's feat. Due to the potentially high demand for 
contacts, we can only offer skeds to celebrating groups as opposed to 
individuals. In order to arrange a sked, contact Paul VO1HE at vothe@rac.ca. 
A list of the skeds will be available on the SONRA web site, www.sonra.ca, 
from the Marconi Celebration page. As was mentioned above, there are some 
times that may be unavailable due to local events but we'll try to 
accomodate as many skeds as possible. 


We have a new QSL card in the design stages for the VO1S call. These will be 
sent to all contacts during the month. There are two ways to receive them. 
If you are not affiliated with a QSL bureau or would like to get one 
quickly, you can send an SASE directly to the QSL manager at the following 
address:

This will be in effect until March 31, after which all remaining cards will 
be sent to the outgoing bureau. 


On the day of December 12, in addition to the QSL card, we will also be 
offering a commemorative certificate to any station in the log during the 24 
hour UTC period. These certificates are available by sending an SASE large 
enough to handle 8.5 x 11 inch document to the address above. 


We are looking forward to this celebration with a great deal of enthusiasm. 
In conjunction with Parks Canada, operators of the Signal Hill National 
Historic Site, we will be continuing this celebration throughout the year, 
from December 12, 2001 until December 12, 2002. The club station VO1AA will 
have a new QSL card commissioned for that period and we anticipate all 
contacts made throughout the year will have the same methods to receive one.

If you've done much antenna work, you probably know how useful a noise 
bridge or an antenna analyzer is. If you've priced antenna analyzers in 
particular, you know you'll probably think twice before opening your wallet!

Gang, 


While it is generally good to try to get the right part as specificed by 
the designer, the case of the tuning pot in the SW-series transceiver is 
not necessarily one of them. 


The pot is used to provide a voltage divider to create a variable voltage 
for the varactor diode. If you examine the schematic diagram, you will see 
that at the top of the pot you have regulated 8 vdc from the voltage 
regulator. The bottom of the pot is grounded. The wiper provides a 
variable voltage from 0 to 8 volts to vary the capacitance of the varactor 
diode and tune the rig. 


The pot value does not determine the voltage range, and hence the tuning 
range. That is a function of the total voltage swing. What the pot value 
does determine in this circuit is the total amount of current drawn by the 
pot. A 100K pot will draw .08 ma of current. A 50K pot will draw .16 ma 
of current. Probably not something you should worry about. Now, if you 
were to substitute a 5K pot instead it would draw 1.6 ma. In the grand 
scheme of things, no big problem but why use that extra 1.5 ma of 

current. We ARE QRPers, right :-) 


Component substitution is something to be approached cautiously, lest you 
compromise the performance of a circuit. The key is to understand just why 
a component is there and what it does. After that, you can make a decision 
about a substitution. 


Hope that helps.

Good questions! 


The noise bridge is simply a noise source- it comprises a 'zener' diode and 
several amplifier stages as a fairly high-level noise source. The 'bridge' 
portion of the design is a (color-coded) trifilar winding with three 'legs' 
One leg goes to a series resistance and capacitance. These are implemented 
in the form of a small trimpot and trim cap on the board itself. The second 
leg goes to an ‘unknown' circuit, in effect, the ‘circuit under test'. When 
the impedance presented by the unknown leg is balanced (echoed) by the R-C 
leg, the bridge output (noise) presented to the third leg- a receiver- drops 
to a null. 


It's intended for use with a 'big-rig' or other receiver with 
general-coverage capability 


What's it for? Here's a straightforward example: Antenna traps. They're a 
parallel-resonant L-C circuit, and without the now-scarce dip-meters you'll 
need some test equipment to find and adjust resonant frequency. By hooking a 
trap up to this noise bridge and a receiver, finding trap resonance is 
largely a matter of tuning the receiver to find the noise null. The 
instructions for the kit will illustrate this example. 


I left out some critical information which would help you judge the kit's 
complexity. It should be $15 including (US) shipping . Since this kit is 
aimed for absolute simplicity, the resistance and reactance adjustments are 
in the form of trimmers. I'd expect that enterprising builders will scrounge 
air-variable caps and Allen-Bradley pots in the form of 'flea-market' items. 
Stick it in a box, add dial calibrations, and ‘you're almost there' -except 
for the part about sharing your ideas with other builders. 


We've seen discussions from time to time about measurement gear which 
measures and possibly even displays magnitude and sign components. This 
isn't intended to be in that class. $OTOH, this might be a good ‘warmup 
excercise'- there are some folks with good follow-on candidate projects out 
there! ]

Using a different design technique (from May 1982 QST) with a spreadsheet I 
found on the ARRL web site I came up with the following 4-crystal CW filters 
(R in ohms, C in pF): 

Butterworth

Chebyshev

Design BW is 500 Hz and the impedance is 100 ohms. I've assumed that the 
R_end resistors go in series with the input. Has anyone got the QST article? 


3dB BW from SPICE simulations is about 250 Hz for the Butterworth and 300 Hz 
for the Chebyshev. In practise, they should come out at about 500 Hz, 
because of stray capacitance, etc.. There is a bit of a wiggle in the 
latter's response, but it won't be noticeable. They aren't as symmetrical as 
the SSB filter. 


So, it looks as though I was wrong, and a reasonable CW filter can be made 
from these crystals. 


Perhaps someone could now build one of them and see how it performs.

"Actually, I am more interested in Why "42 Volts" than how it applies to 
QRP. Maybe Lucent went in Cahoots with the Auto Manufacturers and wanted 
to make sure that we didn't start using Telephone Batteries in the Cars." 


42V is 3X the current 14V nominal system voltage. The automotive business 
speaks of 14V rather than the 12.6V of a lead-acid battery because that 

is approximately the voltage with the engine running, etc. So "48V" would 
really be 56V by this logic. The 42V figure has become the standard, and 

will appear in cars as soon as the pieces become available from manufacturers. 
One of the drivers of this is the elimination of one of the big rotary 
machines in a car. The separate starter motor and alternator will be replaced 
by a single unit. The auto manufacturers are mostly all talking about 

phasing in the 42V components in cars that will have both 14V and 42V systems. 
Different makers have different plans for the transition. 


More and more of the jobs formerly performed by mechanical linkages are 

being done with electric motors. This is partly a money-saving idea and 

partly a way to get better efficiency. A good example would be the Electronic 
Throttle Control that is appearing even on inexpensive cars. The throttle 

blade is operated by a motor controlled by two computers for redundancy. 

The gas pedal is a dual pot with different and opposite slopes for the sections. 
There is no mechanical linkage between the gas pedal and the throttle blade. 
While this sounds like a complicated way of doing the job, it saves on 

assembly time and fabrication, so it is actually slightly cheaper. It also allows 
the fueling to exactly correspond to the airflow during accel or decel, rather 
than 

responding to with a lag as in a conventional electronic fuel injection system. 
The result is better performance and emissions. 


This will all happen sooner rather than later. By the way, 

this is information gleaned from the trades that we get here at my job and 
from conversations with our customers. We do automotive software for one of 
the major US carmakers.

12v is 12v, even though it's closer to 14 in operation. 

42v is 42v, but then you blur the discussion by referring to 14 
and 42. 


12v is 6 ‘cells', nominally 12v but in a charging system close to 
an actual 13.8v. 


14v batteries DO exist and are very popular in the racing 
crowd and consist of 7 'cells', nominally 14v. There is NO 
charging system voltage as they aren't operated that way, 
but it would be just over 16v if it were. 


Drag racers use these since they typically do NOT run alternators 

on their cars (they run without alternators or waterpumps), but want 

a FULL 14v to be close to a normal 13.8v with the battery discharging 
as they race. It's only for 3 or 4 minutes at most, and then it's back 
to charge in the pits. 


42v systems, from what I understood, would be 21 cells. Nominally 
42v, but probably close to 48.3v in charging. And yes, a single 
integrated starter/alternator system is MUCH more practical with 
this kind of setup. 


I wouldn't be surprised if the 'new' systems operate quite well. Look 
at how battery life has improved over the years. The old ‘two step’ 
regulators up through the 70's burnt out batteries in 2 years. Now 
batteries last 7 or 8 years, reliably. With an ‘intelligent’ high 
voltage 

system where the system can manage the charging interactive 

with the load will mean the battery can be even LESS stressed. 


So, the question now becomes is the '42v' the rating of 3 times 

a 12v battery under charge, with 18 cells. Or is the 'nominal' 
rating of a 21 cell unit at rest that will actually operate close to 
48v. 

I've not seen that specified, but to be honest, I haven't looked for 
it. 


Thing is, I'm excited by the change. I think it will make things a 
LOT simpler for cars in the future. Back in 1991 when Audi (I think) 
built the 'network' car that used a 12v 'buss' in the vehicle and put 
smart processors in each pod I thought it was a fantastic idea. But 
the technology wasn't ready for it. Now I think it is. Coupled 

with a higher voltage base I think it's even more do-able. And cost 
effective. 


Oh, one of the features was the taillight had two bulbs. One for 
brakes, one for turn, one for lighting. But wait, that's three! The 
pod 

interface ‘pulsed’ the bulbs to vary brightness as needed. And if the 
pod detected a filament out (lower current) it signaled back to the 
console that it was out, but STILL made the lights appear functional. 
Neat!

Hi, 


Actually, using NPO and hoping for the best will not necessarily work out 
well for an oscillator. 


What you are actually hoping to do in a oscillator is make the whole tuned 
circuit (capacitors and inductors) in the oscillator NPQ. This means that if 
the inductor in the circuit is P200 i.e. increases by 200 parts per million, 
then ideally you want the capacitor(s) associated with the tuned circuit to 
be N200 so that the whole thing balances. 


This can be tricky as the variable capacitor might be P50, so the parallel 
capacitor needs to be something like N250 to balance it all out. However, 
the exact value will depend on the ratio of the fixed capacitor to the 
variable cap. 


In some circuits you see a differential trimmer capacitor connected to two 
Capacitors of the same value, but one with a negative temperature 
coefficient and the other postive. The temperature stability adjustment of 
the oscillator is the then done by adjusting the differential capacitor to 
get the correct balance between the N and P capacitors so that the whole 
thing tracks and remains on frequency across a reasonable temperature range.

Maybe it's endless bowl games 
that marks the Holiday. Rather than face just the sameness of another 
holiday, we've decided it's time to spruce up those pompadors, press the 
poodle skirts, and put on your blue suede shoes: we're gonna' rock 
around the clock! 


Like Bill Haley and the Comets, some things are too good to let go of. 
And those little cute crystal rigs like the Pixie, Tuna Tin, Foxx, 
Peanut Whistle, SMK-1, etc. all need an airing out from time to time. So 
here's your chance to do just that. 


Borrowing from the esteemed Dr. Megacycle, the Greater Piedmont QRP Club 
has come up with an event for maximal fun, and hopefully minimum 
frustration. In conjunction with the ARRL's Straight Key Night, we're 
trying to get as many crystal rigs on the air as we can. To play, you'll 
need a crystal controlled rig, and yes, a straight key. Get your's on 
the air and see who you can work! 


Scoring for each qso is by distance from your QTH times the length of 
time of your qso.

And we'll probably come up with a special commemorative qsl card (no 
e-qsl code: this is retro!) for those who work this particular special 
station. 


Prizes for top point getter; but also for longest time of qso, farthest 
away qso, most unusual rig (can be circuit or housing: did you get that 
Lone Ranger lunch box yet?), and most unusual mod to a 
crystal-controlled rig. We may come up with yet more, and every op 
sending in a log gets something--hey, one competition you can't lose at!

So tell Santa you want a Tuna Tin 2, or Pixie, or Tiny Tornado, or Foxx, 
or SMK-1 (hey, I want one of those), or Peanut Whistle, or...there's so 
many! Then put them together after the big Xmas dinner, try your hand at 
the Knightlites Holiday Milliwatt festivities, and make sure they work. 
Then watch 'till the UTC clock marks 0000 on January 1, 2002 and it's 
time to party!
